Some Official Returns Now 
Coming In. 

NO IMPORTANT CHANGES. 



The Meat United State* Senate Will Hare 
a Bare Republican Majority. While the 
Boom Will Be Democratic by One H.in- 
dr»d and Fifty- Four— Election New. In 



New York, Not. 8.— From the 
latent returns it appear* that the 
senate, after March 4, 1891. will stand 
forty-two Democrats to forty-five Re- 
publicans, with one seat from New 
Hampshire in doubt. The house will 
have a Democratic majority of 164. 

Tennessee. 

KNOXviiJiK, Tenn., Nov. 8.— Semi- 
official returns from all counties in the 
First Tennessee congressional district 
give the present incumbent, Taylor. I' - 
publican, 800 majority over Burl 
also Republican.

SLEEPER RAN INTO. 

Fifteen People Injured In a Railroad 
Wreck at Junction City, Ky. 

Junction City, Ky., Nov., 8.— A 
sleeper on the northbound Florida lim- 
ited express on the Southern railroad 
was run into by a Louisville and Nash- 
ville freight at this place at an early 
hour yesterday morning, and fifteen peo- 
ple injured. The accident was caused 
by freight train No. 85 of the Louisville 
and Nashville getting beyond the con- 
trol of the engineer on a down grade. 
The passenger train of the Southern 
toed had pulled up at the junction 
depot, which is used by both roads, the 
the Southern and the Louisville and 
Nashville, and the rear coach, a South- 
ern sleeper, was left standing across the 
Louisville and Nashville track.

Instantly Killed and Several

Owknsboro, Ky., Nov. 8.— The fin- 
that visited this city yesterday mono 
proved to be the most destructive' one in 
her history, and when the debri i 
cleared away and order reign* it is 
feared that the confhigra.iou IHU be 
found to have been attended With le rt 
of life. 

The fire originated in a pantry in the 
Rudd house, a handsome modern hotel , 
which was filled with sleeping guests. 
The fire had gained considerable head- 
way before it was discovered, and then 
it rapidly gutted the house. The giie-*..- 
were awakened and ran out into the 
streets in their night clothing, while 
many, crazed by fear, jumped from the 
windows of the hotel. 

Among these were two ladies and a 
child, both of whom are badly injured. 
William H. Holm jumped from a third 
story window of the Rudd house, fell on 
his hack and is fatally injured. There 
are five guests of the Rudd^nnse who 
are missing and they are TTiieved to 
have burned to death while sleeping. 

Charles Leilieck, a trav eling Huesman 
from Philadelphia, and Charles Bare- 
ford, of New Albany, Ind., had a nar- 
row escape and were badly burned. 

A high wind was blowing at the time 
the fire originated, and after the hotel 
had been swept away the flames reached 
the Bank of Commerce building, next 
door, and that, with the buildings occu- 
pied by Marks & Dregan, grocers, and 
Quicksert & Company, merchant tailors, 
was soon in ashes. 

The building on the corner, occupied 
by The Owensboro Me enger, with its 
costly outfit, was the next to be attacked 
and in a few minutes it was destroyed. 
The fire then spread around the corner 
and burned the buildings occupied by 
Marker's saloon, Smith, butcher; Wil- 
liams, fur* shing goods; John Bern- 
hardt, fuiT ire; A. J. Wadley's fine 
stone builuing and D. A. Evan's livery 
stable. 

The loss will reach $250,000; insurance 
unknown. 

An Indiana Town Entirely Destroyed. 

Petkksbtmu, Ind., Nov. 8. — A terri- 
ble conflagration occurred at Winslow, 
a town of Pike county, this state, yes- 
terday. The whole town bus been 
wii>ed out of existence. The hou.es 
were all frsme structures, and the fire 
spread witn such rapidity that all the 
efforts of the people to extinguish it 
proved unavailing. Not a house is left 
standing, and 400 i*>ople are left home- 
less. 

There is no fire department, and no 
provision was made for the sudd i 
coming of such a calamity. How Lie 
fire originated has not yet been ascer- 
tained, but it is e n ppoeed to have lx-en 
caused by a defective flue. Several of 
the houses were close together, and 
once the tire had made some headway it 
was hnontible to isolate it. There will 
be much suffering among homeless peo- 
ple. 

Town Destroyed In ArkmiKas. 

Hartma.n, Ark.. Nov. 8.— Yesterday 
the entire business portion of this place 
was burned, causing a total loss of $27,- 
000, on which there is no insurance. The 
individual losers are as follows: W. E.

STORMS AND FLOODS. 



The British Isles Swept by a 



8REAT DESTRUCTION DONE

Am Battered to Plmi by Umt 
Many VmhIi Flying CotttwlM 
Been Wrecked — Houses Unroofed 
end Bridge* Swept Away— Other For- 
eign New*. 

London, Nov. 8.— Violent gales and 
great floods prevail throughout the 
length and breadth of Great Britain. 
Houses in all parts of the country have 
bean unroofed, bridges swept away, and 
wharves battered to pieces by rushing 
winds and sweeping waters. 

It is already known that many 
plying in the coasting trade have been 
wrecked by the furiously driving win 'a 
and enormous seas which sweep the ea 
tire coast line with irremntible force. 

The storm rages with almost equal 
violence along the northeastern and 
eastern coasts of Ireland, and a report 
reaches this city that a pleasure yacht 
cruising in Irish waters has foundered 
in Belfast loch. 

The owner of the craft, a Scottish 
nobleman, went down with his vessel 

The greatest anxiety is felt by ship- 
owners, commercial firms and insurance 
companies, as well as by those absent on 
tours. • 

No disaster to incoming or outgoing 
Atlantic steamers, which are either 
known to be, or supposed to be, in the 
vicinity of the Irish or English coasts 
have been reported. 

It has been ascertained that the pleas- 
ure yacht which foundered in Belfast 
loch during the stor in was the Frania. 
The vessel dragged her anchors and was 
driven against the rocks with such vio- 
lence that hjBr sides were ripped open, 
causing her to fill with water and sink 
within a few moments after striking. 
Her commander, who was drowned, was 
Lord Canteioupe, a Scottish nobleman. 
The crew of the vessel succeeded In 
clinging to the rocks until relief came, 
and were almost miraculously saved. 

The ship Elizabeth Roy has been 
wrecked on the Cory Island off the Irish 
coast. Six persons were drowned. 

Business Prostrated at Liverpool. 

Liverpool, Nov. 8.— The terrible 
rtorm which is now raging in the Brit- 
ish isles give no sign of abatement. 
This city has been made to feel its ut- 
most force, and the damage inflicted in 
Liverpool and vicinity already great, 
threatens to become still more serious. 
Shins which should have left port last 
night are detained, not daring to face 
the awful wind and tremendous seas 
which roar about the western English 
coast. The telegraph wires connecting 
Liverpool with the outside world are n 
great part prostrated; railroad communi- 
cation is seriouslv hampered, and the 
ordinary local traffic of the great city is 
•eriously impeded. 

Advertising His Mother. 

Paris, Nov. 8.— In response to a chal- 
lenge issued to M. Bourey, a dramatic 
critic on the staff of The Courier Fran- 
caise, by M. Maurice Bernhardt, ton of 
Sarah Bernhardt, both gentlemen rr t 
in the vicinity of this city yesterday a - 1 
fought a duel. The weapons used wre 
swords. M. Bernhardt slightly wounded 
his antagonist on the sword arm. where- 
upon the affair was closed, and after the 
surgeons had dressed M. Bourey'l wound, 
principals and seconds went their respec- 
tive ways. 

Meeting of the Two Pi«>nileri. 

Milan, Nov. 8. — Prime Minister 
Crispi heartily greeted Chancellor Von 
Caprivi on his arrival at the depot here, 
ana drove with him to the hotel, where 
a conference took place. The two pre- 
miers subsequently dined together. 
The journals cordially welcomed the 
German chancellor. The Lombard ia 
says: "Italian opinion favors a cement- 
ing of the bonds of affection and com- 
mon interests uniting Germany and 
Italy, and the promotion of peace." 

Three Hundred Chiueite Killed. 

Shanghai, Nov. 8.— At Tai-Ping-Fu, 
where are located the government mills 
for the manufacture of powder, a fear- 
ful accident has occurred. While work- 
men were engaged at their various oc- 
cupations about the ""ills an explosion 
took place which completely destroved 
the buildings and killed 300 men, be- 
sides wounding many others. The 
cause of the explosion has not yet been 
ascertained. 

Escaping Jew* Captured. 

St. Pktersbi'iu}, Nov. 8.— The Rus- 
sian police at Warsaw have intercepted 
800 Polish Jews who were about to emi- 
grant from the country to escape 'e 
persecution growiug out of the recent 
ukase. The emigrants were forced to 
return to the village whence they came, 
and will be obliged to endure as best 
they may their unhappy lot. 

Col. Price Will IHe. 

Sedalia, Mo., Nov. 8.— C.,1. Thomas 
B. Price, who was shot on a Missouri 
Pacific train Thursday afternoon by 
Judge John P. Higgins, can live but a 
few hours. Judge Higgins was ar- 
raigned before Judge Ryland, of the 
criminal court, and admitted to bail in 
the sum of $1 0,000. Col. Price made 
his will yesterday, and also an ante- 
mortem statement to the county at- 
torney. In the latter the colonel says 
he slapped Higgins in the face for call- 
ing him a liar, and immediately after- 
ward was shot by Higgins, who fired 
from the pocket of his overcoat. Col. 
Price is a son of the late Gen. Thomas 
L. Price. 

Halifax, N. S. Nov. 8.— The British 
warships will sail hence on the 11th 
inst. There have been a large nnmber 
of desertions, no less than twenty men 
having disappeared within three days. 
The men do not seem to care to go to 
Bermuda. Pickets are scouring the 
city for the deserters. 

Killed by a Train. 

Wabhinoton. Ind., Nov. 8.— Thomas 
McDonald, an Ohio and Mississippi ma- 
chinist, was run over and killed by a 
passenger train in the yards here at 
midnight. He was intoxicated and had 
boar led the engine, falling to the track.
